a) GAETHA^ Bisp^ateh : The task of keeping the d^SOWASIES Informed 

of development at GSOB/k required frequent trips to and frcaa the area. The 
GSOB/ease^ officer was responsible for coordination with the CASSOWARIES on 
everj detail of the plans including composition of the team, date and time 

of dispatch, ex^nt to which the team would be briefed bothp operationally and 
politically, etc. The CASSOWARIES were definitely In favor of sending the 
team ha early as planned. In addition to coordination, this office obtained 
Czech and Austrian documents as well as ceirtain supplies unavailable at GSOB/E. 

b) CAS^NABIES : Around 17 March 1952, CASSOWAET 3 was inf ormed hy 

a GAVATIIiA 6 member that the internal conflict within that organization has 
become increasingly seidous and that the CAVATINA 6 meeting in Ifunlch this 
spring will be the decisive tiiming point. The CA3SCWABIES believe that the 
"new op^sition" is strong «:ough to have a good chande of achieving their 
aim of ousting CATATINA 2 and gaining control of the organization. Should 
this be the ease, the CASSOWARIES are hopeful of fut\ire cooperation in both 
political and operational matters. 

During March, the CASSOWARIES^ morale reached a new lew in the 
face of continuous attacks published in CAVATINA newspapers. Obviously, the 
organization of a Ukrainian guard company under CASS0W6BI 1 sponsorship would 
raise CASSOWARI prestige to the point where dmounclations wotiLd be meaningless. 
For this reason, tho CASSOWARIES have repeatedly asked the case officer what 
decision has been reached on the guard company issue. In an effort to mellHy 
the disillusioned 04SSOWABIES, the ease officer CB4>haslzed the tf^fioulties 
we have enotuatered with Gezman authorities. Since ah operation was iimmlnent, 
it seems4 more diplomatic to hodgs on the issue rather that have a team briefed 
to contact homeland headquarters with the discouraging news that the CAS^WARIBS 
lave still been unable to gain axy political concessions from the U.S« 

The two PA candidates, who returned from the U.S. for reasons of 
health, were received by the CASSOWARIES and reported that they had bemi 
extremely enthusiastic about the school program and were very disappointed 
to have had to have had to abandon their studies. The favorable impression 
that they evinced served as some snoouragoaait to the CASSOWARIES* 
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c) CAPELIN ; During Narch, CAPEIIN managed to procure the entire set 

of I£VITSI[7*8 file 3 > containing the infomation passed to the US, and photostat 
them on a machine prorlded him by the case officer* He went to great lengths 
to auBMn avoid arousing LETITSKI' s suspicion and is convinced that there is 
no possibility of his perfidy being discovered* In addition, CAPELIN submitted 
reports on the CAVATINA 6 conflict, worked on name checks for the Belorussian 
and Polish desks and completed some reports fortr 3 •
